POINTS. IN MOROCCAN SITUATION 


LONDON 
the Moroccan situation,

Following are the points leading to the European crisis in 
which has been called a “battle ot commercial in- 
-France, Germany, Spain, England: 
narrow fringe along the Moroccan coast. France nomi- 
nally all territory east and south of Morocco. The keenest 
rivalry exists in extending their respective “spheres of influence.” 

1903——-France lends the Sultan f.7,500,000. 

1904—The French government arranges for a French syndicate to make a 
big loan to Morocco; Spain and France sign an agreement not to extend 
their “spheres of influence.” 

1905—The Sultan rejects the French demand for permission to establish 
more military posts and that French officers command the Sultan’s troops. 

1905—Germany demands an “open door” be maintained in Morocco, 
Germany extends her commercial influence and offers a big loan. This is 
resented by Spain and France. In an acute crisis the Algeciras convention 
of the powers is called. Emperor William strings his army along the Rhine, 
presumably engaged in maneuvers. He insists upon the German attitude 
and forces the retirement of M. Delcasse, the French foreign minister. An 
agreement is signed. , 

1911-—Spain and France extend their military lines. The Moors resent 
‘aggression and the tribes revolt. Germany sends the gunboat Panther to 
Agadir to “protect interests.” This France resents. England backs up

As no one appeared to speak in favor 
of changes in the present state law re- 
lating to voluntary associations at the 
hearing given by Tax Commissioner 
William D. T. Trefry at the State 
House today the hearing was continugd 
to September 12 at 10:30 a. m. 

Six persons representing voluntary 
associations were present, but preferred 
to present their side of the case after 
the proponents had been heard. 

Mr. Trefry announced that Joseph B. 
Eastman, secretary of the Publie Fran- 
chise League, desired to advocate some 
changes in the present law, but was un- 
able to be present today. 

Robert P. Clapp, representing the 
North Boston Lighting Properties, asked 
to what extent the voluntary associa- 
tions had complied with the law of 1909 
calling upon them to file with the tax 
commissioner copies of their declaration 
or trust. 

Mr. Trefry replied that about 67 had 
filed the necessary papers with his office. 

Mr. Clapp said that he had been in- 
formed by a clerk in the tax commis- 
office that many associations 
which had filed papers did not comply 


sioner'’s 


with section 2 of the law of 1909. requir- 
ing a statement showing the number of 
shares of companies owned or controlled 
by them and the stockholders in whose 
names such shares are held. 

Mr. Trefry that 
the present law

Bentley W. Warren, representing the 
Massachusetts electric companies, said 
that a year and a half instead of half a 
vear ought to be allowed the tax com- 
missioner for this investigation.

On the railroad map of Greater Boston 
the two circuits, the Newton and the 
Needham, will form a sort of irregular 
figure 8, the stretch between Newton 
Highlands and Boston being common to 
both circuits. 

The second loop line reaches far out 
into southern Massachusetts to within a 
few miles of the Rhode Island boundary. 
This is the new Ashland-Franklin cir- 
cuit, formed in connection with track- 
age rights over the Ashland branch of 
the Boston & Albany between Ashland 
and South Framingham. 

A circuit route is thus established from 
Boston by way of Ashland around 
through Hopkinton, Milford and Belling- 
ham Junction to Franklin; thence back 
to Boston by way of Walpole and Read- 
ville, or possibly through Dedham in 
part. Running the other way, the trains 
would go out by way of Walpole and 
Franklin to retarn through Ashland.

CHEAP DAYS LOWER 
‘ART OF BOOKBINDER 


In Volume of Modern Books 
Careful Craftsman ls 
an Undesirable

CRY FROM MANILA 
SEEKING ADVANCE 


ITH the passing of the old hand 

craftsman and the invention of 
modern so-called substitutes for honest 
material, the bookbinding art has fallen 
into a sad decay, as many city librarians 
ean testify, declares the Chicago Record- 
Herald. 

Book binding was once a fine art. Its 
masters served a long and loving appren- 
ticeship, devoted themselves to the study 
of materials and particularly sought to 
determine their relative durability and 
their fitness for the book in hand, The 
result of this care was made known in 
beautiful volumes which were not only 


miracles of artistic execution, but re- 
sisted the attack of time as well. 


But with the multiplication of books 
of all sorts and the lowered estimation 
in which all books are held in conse- 
quence, binding is now less regarded. In 
England, where the book lover has his 
books bound according to his own fancy, 
the art of binding has not shown so 
marked a decadence as in America, 
though even in England the art is not 
what it once was. 

Bookbinders and librarians have be- 
come alarmed at the drift toward poorer 
materials and more careless methods; 
there is reason to believe that distinct 
improvement will be the result of cer- 
tain conferences held of late and that 
bookbinding will once more receive the 
attention it deserves. 


John J. Pleger, foreman of binding in 
the government’s bureau of printing at 
Manila, has prepared an interesting 
brochure on “Some Inconsistencies in 
Bookbinding,” which points the way tp 
better things.

dressed a letter to librarians throughout 
the United States desiring to know their 
preferences in bindings. 

The prejudice against leather bindings 
was general. Mr. Pleger believes that this 
modern prejudice against leather is due 
largely to ignorance upon the part of 
the librarians. The cheapening of pro- 
duction has resulted in the substitution 
of other materials closely resembling 
leather for the genuine stuffs. 

In spite of the modern prejudice 
against leather, Mr. Pleger points out 
that popular russia (American cow- 
hide) is constantly used where dura- 
bility is the prime requisite, and that 
in at least one library in America there 
are books, bound in this manner in 
1879, which are still in an excellent 
state of preservation. 

He admits that full sheep seems to 
have been outclassed, but he mentions 
the fact that there are books in San 
Francisco, bound in sheep in 1842-56, 
which still show no breaks at the joints 
or other signs of decay. 

One reason for the rapid disintegra- 
tionof leather-covered books; Mr, Pleger 
says, is to be found in the fact that 
they do not receive proper care in the 
libraries. The leather contains a vola- 
tile oil necessary for preservation. 
Vaseline rubbed into the pores of the 
leather, with absorbent cotton once 
every six months, will go far to pre 
serve the leather in its original condi- 
tion. 

The government should set an exam- 
ple in the matter of bindings, he con- 
cludes, and he proposes the appointment 
of a committee composed of bookbinders 
who would render valuable service to 
the libraries of the country and to~-the 
book-loving public.

A great weakness in the Labor party | 


is the tendency of their leaders to grad- 
ually lose touch with their supports.

It is not 
merely what the girl thinks she wants 
to do, but what she has the greatest abil- 
ity for doing, And helping her to fit her- 
self for it; if possible to have her con- 
tinue in school, getting her light work if 
need be for out-of-school hours; or if 
work she must, finding her some simple, 
suitable work for the day of such a na- 
ture as will permit her to take an eve- 
ning academic course, and when enough 
of that has been acquired to get what- 
ever special training may be necessary. 

The league rejoices that through its 
efforts in past years it is able to refer 
those wishing to become millinerg and 
to the Trade School for 
school where instruction is 
thorough and adequate, a school where 
the academic as well as the industrial 
side of the work is taken care of, and 
Where the moral welfare of the girl is 
ever kept to the fore.

T IS not proposed to give here an | 


treatise on the origin or 
botanical genus ef the cocoanut, 
but rather to describe its method 
of growing, and the uses to which it is 
put when culled from its native gar- 
dens and placed to commercial use. 

The palm not a fast- 
growing species, in fact, its slow growth | 
is against extensive investment in its 
cultivation. Ten vears is an inside esti- 
mate of the period taken before the 
tree begins to produce any return in 
the shape of fruit. During that period 
of immaturity and subsequently the 
palms require constant and careful 
scrutiny in order to guard them from 
the ravages of two species of boring 
beetles which create extensive havde. 

The palm may be said to be at matur- 
ity in about its twenty-fifth year’ and 
produces fruit then abundantly, giving 
more or less continual crops during the 
greater part of the year. Plucking the 
muts from the mature trees is carried on 
continuously all through the year, care 
being taken that none but the ripe nuts 
are picked. 

Plucking the nuts is effected by means 
of long supple poles of different lengths, 
according to the height of the trees, with 
a curved knife attached to the apex of 
each. This method of plucking is by no 
means an easy task. because the great 
length of the poles requires the most 
dexterous handling, and yeays of con- 
stant practise are necessary to attain 
even to a small] degree of proficiency in 
this art, for in a bunch of 20 muts hang- 
ing some 30 feet from the ground, pos- 
sibly only two or so may be fit for 
plucking, that is to say, sufficiently ripe 
for commercial use. 

It is hardly necessary to deseribe the 
cocoanut palm with its long bare stem 
and spreading feathery leaves, for its

The nut as we find it today in 
| markets of the world is by no means 
| the nut as it appears in its natural state. 
| The so-called cocoanut is practically the 
'kernel. This kernel encased in an 
| outer husk of dense fiber from which the 
now almost ubiquitous cocoanut matting | 
is manufactured, to nothing of a 
very tough and strong rope in extensive 
use all over the world. 

In its natural state the exterior of this 
| outer covering almost triangular in 
| Sape, more or less pointed at its outer 
extre mity and convex towards the end 
‘attached to the tree. In appearance it 
is smooth and in color bright green to 
yellow, according to the species and ma. 
turity of the nut. The ripe nut having 
been plucked it is split open, husk and 
all, longitudinally, and left in the trop- 
ical sun for several days to dry. This 
‘drying process removes all watery sub- 
stance and leaves the kernel in appear- 
ance dry, shriveled, and easily removable 
| from its shell. 

The process of expressing the oil in 
vogue in India and Ceylon is effectual 
if somewhat primitive. Its method has 
remained unchanged since time im- 
memorial, The press itself consists of a 
huge stone hollowed out and standing six 
to eight feet from the ground. The hol- 
‘low portion of the stone is cone-shaped. 
The base or broad portion of the cone is 
in this case inverted, the large aperture 
being on top. In this a bloek of hard, 
rounded timber is placed, from which 
another beam juts eut. To this beam 
oxen are attached and their steady even 
perambulations as they circle round the 
stone, squeeze and crunch the inserted 
copra (dried kernel) to a pulp, express- 
ing the oil which flows out through a 
small aperture at the bottom of the 
cone into receptacles placed there. Cu- 
riously enough, in this age of mechanical 
wonders primitive and unprogressive as 
this method may seem, it is nevertheless 
generally acknowledged to be the most 
satisfactory known, and the oil expressed 
by this process is in every way equal if

The difference of opinion ex- 
ists on a question of Democratic attitude 
‘toward the La Follette bill, in case it is 
offered as a substitute after the House 
wool measure is defeated. 

A number of senators expressed their 
desire to vote for the La Follette sub- 
stitute after the House measure was 
voted down, supposing this is done, but a 
majority frowned upon this program, 
holding that, as Democrats, the minority 
should stand or fall with the House bill. 

The situation was,further complicated 
by a conference of insurgent Republicans 
at which the only decision reached was 
not to treat with the Democrats as a 
body. Possibility of a compromise on 
raw wool at the rate of 30 per cent was 
discussed, but a sufficient number to in- 
sure legislation could not be obtained for 
a rate of legs than 35 per cent, the La 
 Follette rate being 40 per cent.

NEW HAMPSHIRE 
SELLS BONDS 


CONCORD — State 
has disposed of $250,000 
bonds, the second instalment for build- 
ing three state boulevards from the 
Massachusetts line to the White moun- 
tains. 

All went at par, and but for the law 
giving New Hampshire citizens the 
privilege of buying at that price, might 
have been sold at a premium. Smal] 
bidders were allotted $132,000. The re- 
mainder went to F, P, Carpenter of 
Manchester, who offered a premium of 
$5.80 per $1000 for all or part, but the 
attorney-general decided that he was en- 
titled to receive the bonds at par. A 
Massachusetts broker asked for the 
privilege of submitting ebid, saying that 
he would pay a premium of $10 per 
$1000, but his request was refused.

ARE SMALLEST 
OF THIS YEAR}*x, 


Interest and Dividend Pay- 
ments for August Fall Be- 
low Those of February— 
Amount of Décrease 


NEW YORK—Dividend and interest 
disbursements for August will be the 
smallest of the year thus far. They will 
approximate $83,500,000 or $1,500,000 
less than the total for February, previ- 
ously the low record. Compared with 
the same month a year aga-there is a 
gain of about $1,500,000, made up en- 
tirely from increase in bond interest. 
Dividends show a falling off of approxi- 
mately $3,000,000. 

Dividend disbursements will exceed 
$35,500,000, as follows: Railroads, $20,- 
425,998; industrials and miscellaneous, 
electric railways, $1,135,- 
New York city banks and trust 
companies, $1,020,500. 

Interest lacks little’ of aggregating 
$48,000,000, comprised thus: Railroads, 
$19,514,254: industrials and miscellane- 
ous, $6,178,429; electric railways, $8,487,- 
137 (exclusive of Interborough-Metropoli- 
tan and Hudson-Manhattan, included 
under railroads); New York city, $25,- 
000: all other cities, counties, states and 
territories of the United States, $2,712, 
550; government bonds, $10,902,826. 

The estimate of interest is based on 
$870,.873,000 railroad bonds, $259,295,000 
industrial and miscellanéous _ borids, 
$345,100,000 street or electric railway 
bonds, $133,183,000 state and city bonds 
(exclusive of New York city) and $445,-

THE EQUIPMENT 
MARKET QUIET 


NEW ¥YORK—Another dull week was 
experienced in the equipment market. 
Orders were placed for 482 cars and 
bodies, and 10 locomotives. Canadian 
car companies will build 382 of cars or- 
dered for the Intercolonial. American 
Car & Foundry Oompany contracted 
with Frisco for 45 cars, and Boston Ele- 
vated divided an order for 50 car bodies 
between Standard Steel and St. Louis car 
companies. Standard also received an 
order for five mail cars from Burlington. 
All locomotives were ordered from Amer- 
ican Locomotive by Baltimore & Ohio. 
These figures compare with 1150 cars 
and 21 locomotives ordered the previous 
week, and 2025 cara and 90 engines two 
weeks ago. 

No new engine specifications were is- 
sued and the only car inquiry was for 
100 tank cars. Railroads of this country 
and Canada are now in the market for 
8000 cars and 80 locomotives. This num- 
ber will be materially reduced, unless 
new specifications come in soon, When 
Erie places its order for 3675 cars and 
60 engines, which is expected about Aug. 
l. The only other large inquiries out- 
standing are for 2000 cars for Illinois 
Central, 1000 for Buffalo, Rochester & 
Pittsburg, and 1067 for Cincinnati, New
